Bicyclists 


Members of the American 
Youth Hostels, Inc., note that the 
popularity of non-competitive 
group bicycle touring has devel 
oped around some common cour 
tesies, which help to make group 
cycling more enjoyable for every- 
one.

Traffic citations are issued for 
violations of the vehicle code by 
bicycle drivers, regardless of age 
or whether you have a driver's 
license. 

The most commdn violations 
for which citations have been 
given to bicyclists are: 

1) Riding on the left hand side 
of the road (V.C. 21202). 

2) Failing to stop for traffic 
signals or stop signs (V.C. 21100 
& others). 

3) Speeding—believe it or not! 
(V.C, 22350, 22352). 

4) Riding a bicycle at night— 
without a white front light or a 
rear red reflector.

Fewer Adults 
In Opposition 


A recent poll reveals that Cali- 
fornia adults have dropped much 
of their opposition to lowering 
the age of majority to 18 for pur- 
| poses other than voting. 

The California poll shows that 
in the Jast six months the public 
has become more favorable to- 
wards letting 18-year-olds incur 
debts and gamble at state race 
tracks, and even coming 
around to agreeing that 18-year- 
olds should be able to purchase 
liquor. 

Pollster Mervin Field said he 
reached his conclusions by com- 
paring polls taken in February of 
this year, and again in August, 
among 1,008 California adults. 

He said that those approving 
the right of 18-year-olds to incur- 
}|debts has increased from 59 to 
69 percent over the six-month 
period. Opposition has dropped 
from 38 to 28 percent. 


1s 


Field said allowing under 21- 
year-olds to buy liquor is still 
favored by slightly less than 50 
percent. Approval of this, he 
noted, has increased from 31 to 
48 percent, while disapproval has 
shrunk from 66 to 48 percent. 

On the question of race track 
gambling, the pollster notes that 
approval has grown from 37 to 
49 percent, while disapproval has 
decreased from 60 to 47 percent.

AC-BART Fares May Keep 


Commuters In 


It is the opinion of AC Transit 
directors that passengers bhould 
be able to transfer free between 
AC Transit buses and BART 
trains, if the use of public trans- 
portation is to be maximized. 

If a transit rider has to pay a 
full bus fare plus a BART fare, 
costs will be almost doubled in 
some instances, resulting in the 
probable loss of patronage by 
both systems. Consequently, 
there will be a greater use of 
automobiles, with a continuing 
detrimental effect on the environ- 
ment. 

At a board meeting last week, 
transit company directors adopt- 
ed as policy the establishment of 
a joint AC TransitBART fare 
structure, that hopefully will 
make no charge for feeder serv- 
ice within any one fare zone. 

How to arrive at a joint re- 
duced fare—without outside fi- 
nancial] help—has been one of the 
knotty problems under study by 
a Transit Coordination Commit- 
tee, containing representatives of 
the two agencies and the Metro- 
politan Transportation Commis- 
sion.
